the minor divisions of the money are 
thought inducements to their owners.

Luckily the ring dried, we never 
thought it could, as we watched a 
steady downpour for two days be- 
fore. The Locust Hills Hunter Trials 
went as expected on Sept. 2nd at 
Wayzata, Minnesota benefit of the 
American Red Cross.

There were the conditions 
and from there on it was up to horse 
and rider and the judge: Mrs. Mar- 
garet deMartelly of Barrington, 
Illinois (she writes the horseman- 
ship column that most of you must 
read.) 

The horses of the hour belonged to 
Mrs. Alfred D. Lindley and_ her 
nieces: the Wurtele sisters. Recall 
not only picked up one blue after 
another during the afternoon, but 
was hailed champion over’ Albert 
Crosby’s Mikado. Mrs. Lindley did 
well with Kodiak, a grey formally 
named Cricket (in this case it was 
Cricket to change the name, as you 
will see from her breeding; there 
are NO papers involved.) Her dam 
was a buckskin work horse and her 
sire a standard-bred saddle horse 
and out of that we get this grey 
working hunter. It seems unbeliev- 
able!! 

April Miss has changed owners, 
as Claudette Maxwell is off to board- 
ing school in the Hast; so Noel Smith 
took over, and today received more 
than one ribbon.

O’Malley Knott Finds 
Judging Is Difficult 
In Genesee Valley

I have always wanted to visit the 
Genesee Valley. Forty years ago 
when I was struggling along I used 
to read in “Cross Country With 
Horse and Hound” by Frank Sher- 
man Peer, Chas. Scribner and Sons, 
a description of the good sport they 
had up there. By the by, “Cross 
Country With Horse and Hound’”’ is 
one of the best books for a beginner 
to read, or anyone else for that mat- 
ter. Peer was the first American 
writer to my knowledge to mention 
and describe the balanced seat. Now, 
forty years later, I have had the 
privilege and pleasure of judging at 
the Genesee Valley Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation Colt Show through the kind- 
ness of John Bowditch who was un- 
able to go himself and suggested my 
name to take his place. I was for- 
tunate to have Bayard Tuckerman 
as my co-judge who knows a horse, 
is most conscientious and never gets 
tired. 

How can I do justice to all those 
young horses, brood mares and those 
grand stallions. They were in the 
very pink of condition and with such 
manners that only come from the 
most intelligent care and manage- 
ment. There was Omaha looking 
like a million dollars, Sailor King, 
*Tourist II, Curate, Which Mate, 


Royal Guard and Captain James. 

Brood mares—a good many were 
Thoroughbreds.. All those that were 
not were three-quarters to seven- 
eighths bred. I did not see a really 
common mare in the lot. They too 
were in excellent condition and show- 
ed perfect manners. 

The foals, yearlings, 2-year-olds, 
3-year-olds and up were really out- 
standing, exactly what you would 
expect from such mares and stal- 
lions. Here again their manners were 
unbelieveably good. All stood quiet- 
ly to have all four feet picked up 
and examined, led quietly and were 
not in the least nervous. One would 
imagine they had many rehearsals. 
With such stallions, mares and 
young stock coming along, I would 
say the Genesee Valley will be ready 
for the big demand that all horse- 
men hope is coming after the war.

RIDING ACADEMIES 














One of the most touchy subjects concerning horses is their treat- 
ment in some of the public riding academies and at amusement parks. 
To a true lover of horses, nothing is more displeasing than to view 
the conditions which exist in so many places. 


In this past week’s daily newspapers have been several articles 
concerning the treatment of horses at a riding academy which was 
opened in July in Maryland. Pictures were carried in one paper and 
it seemed impossible that the animals could even walk, much less be 
hired out to inexperienced riders. Yet a person was collecting money 
for letting people ride these poorly fed, ill-treated horses and had 
gotten away with it since opening the stable. 


At one of the numerous amusement parks along the seashore, 
there were five or six horses and three ponies which could be ridden 
around a track for 10 cents a ride. One of the ponies was so thin 
that every rib could be counted and a hat hung on his hip bones. The 
horses were in the same plight but they had to circle that track many 
times a day and from appearances, reaped little benefit from that 
10 cents a turn. The riders were led to the track and then they were 
on their own. Some merely walked the horses, others went at a full 
gallop, swinging madly onto the reins and doing untold damage to 
the horse’s mouth. 


There are plenty of riding academies where the horses are care- 
fully groomed and experienced riders accompany the “rentors” during 
their ride. However, there are still too many stables where horses 
may ‘be rented without any questions or knowledge as to whether 
the prospective jockeys even know what it is all about. Everyone 
knows that an inexperienced rider will insist that he knows all that 
is necessary and then proceeds to go at break neck speed over the 
bridle path. Some of the bridle paths have jumps off to the side and 
what an awful sight it is to see the treatment given the horses by 
someone trying to show off. Perhaps he has already been schooled 
all morning, but this customer is just getting his ride and he wants 
his money’s worth. 


Some states have organizations to take care of such cases, but 
unfortunately this is not true for all. Auctions are held and a horse 
whose usefulness in the show ring, hunting field, etc., will be sold for 
a few measly dollars, doomed to end his days at an academy. Some of 
them are lucky enough to get good homes but others are not so for- 
tunate. 

After horses have given their best in the field, many people retire 
them to lazily enjoy the rest of their lives but others feel that they 
can’t afford to keep them on. What a different story it would be if 
these latter people would have the horses put down instead of selling 
them to the highest bidder. It is not a pleasant job to order the 
. veterinary to do this, but in order to cut off the supply of tired, broken 
down horses for rent, it is the most humane thing which can be done.

Andy Dreschsel, 10 years 
old, outdid himself and rode like a 
trooper on his’ horse, Blackie, to 
place ist in the group of riders with 
the most experience. Susan Draper, 
aged 10, was 2nd on Pat. Mickie 
Throckmorton, age 9, was 3rd on 
Man o’War and Louis de Martelly, 
age 6, was 4th on Blue Jeans. 

In the “‘green”’ group, Donna Lei- 
bert, 8 years old, showed great pro- 
mise and took the blue. It was first 
show for Dale Dennis, Douglas Har- 
vel, Alicia Magnuson, Paul Draper, 
Gordon Leibert, Albertine Noble, 
Joan Farrar, as well as most of the 
ribbon winners. 

The family class followed and was 
won by the Throckmorton’ group. 
Other winners were the Chuck Buck- 
ley group, Bill Drechsel and his child- 
ren, Mary Louise and Andy, Louis 
de Martelly, senior and junior, Jean 
Greer and Jack Oliver. 

The exhibition drill, excuted at a 
trot, was lead by Hope Casselberry, 
1st section, and Phoebe Wilder, 2nd 
section. They drew applause in the 
form of horn honking from the gal- 
lery, sheltered in their cars from the 
rain. The high spot was the spiral. 
In one section, column of troopers, 
Hopie wound them up so tight that 
no one thought they could unwind. 
However in the flash of an eye*Val- 
en @’Or did an ‘‘about’” and _ the 
column began to unwind with never 
a lost beat. Changing hands in two 
sections, each rider executed a turn 
by the left flank so that one sec- 
tion passed through the other.

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Notes From 
Great Britain

Training And Riding Race 
Horses Is Science Not 
Rapidly Learned 


Prior to 1904 I had been hunting 
four or five days a week from Carl- 
ton-in-Cleveland, where [I had the 
vicarage aS a hunting box. One day 
after a long run with the Bilsdale 
Hounds, we found ourselves on the 
York and Ainsty side of the Ham- 
bleton Hills and called at the Ham- 
pleton for a meal and to give our 
horses a rest and feed. On the way 
home—about a twenty mile hack— 
we had to cross the low moor on 
which Jim Adams had his steeple- 
chase schooling ground laid out. I 
was riding an Irish hunter which 
never turned his head at anything 
and, despite the hard run he had 
had and the long journey ahead, in 
the folly of my youth (possibly pri- 
med and accentuated by Hambleton 
Hotel jumping powder!) I rode over 
the dry ditch. The horse made a 
great jump and it so happened the 
trainer was in the vicinity and saw 
it. He forthwith asked me if I would 
eare to ride schooling occasionally 
at Hambleton. 

I was flattered and to make a 
long story short, was soon quartered 
at the Hambleton Hotel with my 
horses and before long had a jump- 
er in training there despite the warn- 
ing of an old Quaker friend who 
shook his head and said ‘John, 
thou wilt find that horses and 
money at interest both eat night 
and day”. My initiation to the mys- 
teries, the fascination and  allure- 
ments of this phase of the behind 
the scenes of the Turf I have al- 
ready described. This was but the 
first of many subsequent’ lessons 
which came in rapid succession to 
convince me that training and rid- 
ing racehorses in their work was a 
science not to be learned rapidly; 
indeed one which is never fully and 
completely learned. 

It was many years later that Mr. 
R, I. (‘Bob’) Robson remarked to 
me “Just when a man is beginning 
to know a bit about horses and how 
to train them, he finds he’s too old 
to stand the worry, and day and 
night anxiety of it all’. 

Harking back to the opening sen- 
tence of this charter, and inciden 
tally to the vexed question of the 
use of whips in races, Fred Archer 
once told Bob Robson that he had 
lost more races through the use of 
the whip than the whip ever helped 
him to win. To the same trainer the 
late John Porter once remarked 
When staying with him ‘for York 
Races: “You have some wonderful 
gallops here Robson, but I always 
Say that I could train a good horse 
by the side of the road. It is the bad 
and bad-legged beggars which re- 
Quire so much attention. You north 
tountry trainers can win races with 
them when they have been parted 
with at Newmarket as useless”. 

After I took up my quarters at 
the historic training stables at Ham- 
bleton, high up on that wonderful 
Tange of hills above Thirsk, I ‘rode 
out’ every morning with the string 
and not only attended morning and 
fvening stables on non _ hunting 
days, but ‘did’ one (sometimes a 
Couple) of my own horses. This was 
With a view to learning the art from 
A. to Z. and also to make and keep 


myself fit. There is, I think, no ex- 
ercise which produces such perfect 
physical conditions as two hours’ 
strapping morning and evening. I 
loved it for there is an abiding sat- 
isfaction in standing back in a loose 
box after a horse has been ‘done’ and 
is ready to be ‘sheeted up’, and look- 
ing at one’s handiwork. 


There is a justifiable pride in the 
result of what is really hard work 
if it is done properly; work which 
calls for skill as well as brawn and 
muscle, and maybe abundant pati- 
ence. Not infrequently blood ’uns are 
so thin coated, and have such sen- 
sitive skins that they are on =the 
dance the whole time they are being 
dressed over. This, together with the 
(usually only playful) nips they will 
give if opportunity is given, calls for 
constant vigilance on the part of the 
lad who is doing them. If he com- 
bines understanding and _ patience 
with his vigilance, all is well. It is 
those mere hewers of wood and 
drawers of water, who yell at horses 


which are at all difficult to deal 
with, and who either tease or ill 
use them, who turn merely high- 
spirited animals into savages. 

The late William I’Anson (who 
trained more winners on the _ flat 


than any man living or dead), often 
said to me, “It is too much corn and 
lads with no real horse love in them 
who make draft horses’’. 
ence is that the average lad (they 
are still lads even when they’re 
sixty!) in racing stables does take a 
pride in his work and does display 
intelligent and sympathetic under- 
standing. I suppose there should be 
a similar pride and satisfaction in 
whatever line of life a man is con- 
cerned, but somehow in many of 
them the immediate results are not 
so evident, nor is one’s energy cent- 
ered upon anything animate, or so 
beautiful as a Thoroughbred horse 
in training—the aristocrat of his 
species! 


My experi- 


Jim Adams was a great stickler for 
much vigorous wisping—real sledge- 
hammer work—to muscle horses up, 
and I am sure that he was right. In- 
deed, I would say here and now, 
that during my long experience and 
intimate association with trainers 
and horse masters, I have never 
come across anyone more skilfull, 
more painstaking and conscientious, 
than was, and is the Yorkshire train- 
er James Adams. 


It is true that the Racing Calendar 
does not seem to substantiate this 
but there is one phase of both train- 
ing and jockeyship which not only 
the mere casual observer, but others 
with experience are slow to recog- 
nise. It is this: That there is often 
more credit to both trainer and 
jockey who can get bad horses so fit 
and ride them with such judgment 
that they finish second or third, 
than there is to the trainer and 
jockey who are jointly responsible 
for the winner passing the post first. 


Adams did wonders with a lot of 
bad-legged horses, and with lazy, 
sluggish animals which had previ- 
ously consistently and persistently 
refused ‘to put it all in’: During my 
three years with him he never en- 
tertained an angel unawares, and 
never said that the moment had 
come ‘to put the money down with- 
out his judgment being justified. In 
my day under his tuition, apart al- 
together from the hero worship of a 
young man for those he recognised 
as past masters in what is at once a 
great game and a great science, I 
had the profoundest admiration for 
the thoroughness of the trainer with 


whom [I was so closely associated, 
for his skill, his judgment, and the 
individual study he made of every 
horse under his care. 


Often I heard him say that a dozen 
horses waS aS much as any one man 
could look after properly. When I 
first knew him he had many more 
than that, and it was obvious that 
from early morning till late at night 
they were his constant thought. He 
would lapse into lengthy silences, 
form book in hand, at nightime (as 
did the late Eddie de Mestre), and 
one knew that there was something 
in the wind—some prospective coup 
in the near future. Apropos of his 
view on the number of horses a man 
can train to his own satisfaction aad 
to do justice to his patrons, I more 
than once heard him argue out his 
theory thus; 


“Supposing these big traiuers with: 


a string of maybe sixty or seventy 


horses in their boxes only spend 
three minutes night and morniug 


with each animal, that would take 
three hours at morning stables and 
three hours at night. In addition they 
have much correspondence, many 
telegrams, the telephone going con- 
tinuously, lots of owners bothering 
them by calling and expecting to be 
shown round and entertained, en- 
tries, forfeits and scratchings to at- 
tend to, the Calendar to study, ths 
coming and going of horses io see 
to and so on. No man living can do 
it all properly! They may nave a 
good head man and they may have a 
good secretary, but a trainer cannot 
train such a string and be away fre- 
quently at meetings without some 
horses and some owners suffering’’. 


I have had reason in later years 
to realise that there is truth in all 
this, and that some horses get stow- 
ed away ‘in the bottom yard’, as be- 
ing rather akin to nonentities which 
help the exchequer but are not 
given much thought as potentizl win- 
ners. Time and time again has one 
seen such horses come out and win 
races in which they were thougat 
not to have ‘an earthly’. 


Martha Lee Kennon 
Wins Championship 
At Keithwood Show

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Hackenthorpe Dies 


Major C. V. Cushman’s Windsor 
Farm near Upperville, Virginia lost 
one of its best loved residents when 
the old hunter and post and rail 
horse, *Hackenthorpe, died recently 
at the age of 25 years. 

Hack was well known by many 
sportsmen a decade ago. He had won 
many model classes and champion- 
ships at the big shows and at the 
Garden. Major Cushman found the 
big 17.2 red horse could really run 
over post and rails. He competed 
with the great horses of the twenties; 
Billy Barton, Reel Foot and Bon 
Master, and many will remember 
his beating Reel Foot, with the late 
Bill Street up, by a nose in a driving 
finish at Wissahickon in 1929.

Barrington

The merry-go-round broke down 
at Great Barrington, Massachusetts, 
as daylight ran out on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 17, but not until 30 events 
had been held in six and a half 
hours to mark the first annual horse 
show connected with the historic 
great Barrington Fair. 

Show manager Win Robbins col- 
jected tickets on the carousel, and he 
yad many who wanted to ride but 
didn’t want to pay. It was the busi- 
est horse Show day New England nas 
ever had but whether the attempt 
to provide enough classes for every 
type of exhibitor was appreciated is 
still a question. At any event, more 
than 100 horses came from miles 
ground to participate in the program 
which started promptly at 1 p. m., 
held up by New England Sunday 
blue laws, and soon became a race 
to finish by 7:40 p. m., so that other 
fair events could take place. 

It was extremely difficult trying 
to rush through so many events in 
the allotted time. Of course Mr. 
Robbins’ motives were commendable 
—he wanted to offer enough classes 
in each difision to attract entries 
from distant points, but when they 
arrived and found that they were to 
perform in Ring 2, on the infield, in- 
stead of in Ring 1 in front of the 
grandstand they found all kinds of 
reason to complain and threats of 
withdrawal brought a number of 
classes back into Ring 1, thus slow- 
ing up the show. In addition to two 
rings, hunter performed over an out- 
side course. . 

Light Land, Bert E. Bowen's out- 
standing hunter, went over the night- 
marish outside course time and again 
to win all but the working class, 
with no trouble at all he took the 
show championship. Under rein of 
Helen Adams and Freddie Dexter, 
Massachusetts lad, Light Land gave 
a good account of himself whenever 
called on, despite the fact that the 
field of jumps included every imagin- 
able type of hurdle except what one 
would meet in a hunting field—to 
top things off, three metal barrels 
painted red, white and blue. Not 
another hunter came close to taking 
the reserve championship from 
Happy Oreek, Light Land’s stable- 
mate. 

By virtuaof topping all comers 
in the twilight stake class in the ab- 
breviated Ring 2, Russell Stewart’s 
My Play Boy was pinned champion 
jumper before the crowd of about 
8,000 which paid to watch the three- 
ting circus.

FARMING in WAR TIME 








Watch Hens For Slump 
In Egg Production 


As long as the birds are laying 
well, you don’t need to use stimulat- 
ing factors to increase egg produc- 
tion. Once there’s a break in pro- 
duction, however, be ready with all 
the answers in the book. 

The smart poultryman watches 
the birds all the time and so is ready 
to act when that slump in production 
comes. YOu can count on the slump 
when winter chill gets in the air. 

Meanwhile you’ll want to follow 
good basis feeding practices—using 
both grain and mash, suggests Dr. 
Reece L. Bryant of the Virginia 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 
The mash which contains most of the 
vitamins and protein supplements 
should be placed in a hopper and 
kept before the birds all of the time. 
The grain is fed in both morning 
and evening or at one time in the 
eventing. 

If you feed twice a day, Dr. Bryant 
says, you should scatter about two- 
thirds of the grain in the litter in 
the evening and put one-third in 
troughs in the early morning. Make 
the amount of grain about the same 
as the mash the birds consume. Of 
course, when cold weather comes, 
grain can be fed more liberally. 

Keep these points in mind when 
feeding for high egg production, re- 
minds the poultry specialist—keep 
mash before the birds all of the time 
and don’t give too much grain in 
proportion to the amount of mash. 

Now when that production slump 
comes along—get out the wet mash 
in the middle of the day. Just use 
the same mash you have been feed- 
ing and moisten with skimmilk or 
warm water. Try moistening to a 
crumbly state, and give enough for 
the birds to clean up within 15 or 
20 minutes. Feeding the wet mash, 
also helps bring late pullets into pro- 
duction in the fall.

—human life. During Fire Preven- 
tion Week which begins October 8, 
it is the farmer’s duty to his nation 
and to his own loved ones to gain 
a knowledge of the eight hazards 
and build defenses against them. 


The hazards include’ defective 
chimneys and flues, accumulation 
of trash, lightning, spontaneous 


ignition, careless handling of mat- 
ches and cigarettes, careless use of 
gasoline and kerosene, defective and 
improperly installed stoves and 
furnaces, and faulty wiring and 
misuse of electrical equipment. 


Why let these hazards exist on 
your farm? You are responsible if 
carelessness causes fire to strike and 
wipe out home or equipment. 
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Ceiling Prices on live hogs will 
not be reduced from presert ievels 
before June 30, 1945, the OPA and 
War Food Administration have an- 
nounced. Present ceiling prices are 
$14.75 per hundredweight, Chicago 
basis, for hogs weighing 240 pounds 
or less and $14.00 per hundred- 
weight for hogs weighing more than 
240.

Last Saturday, the $15,000 Man- 
hattan Handicap, at Belmont Park, 
produced but 4 starters. 

At Laurel, the situation was still 
worse. There the $15,000 Havre de 
Grace Handicap mustered but 3! 

But at Hawthorne (Chicago) the 
Juvenile Handicap, for 2-year-olds, 
had such a swarm of candidates that 
it had to be split into two divisions, 
17 youngsters being ready to turn 
out. 

At Narragansett Park the $10,000 
Conner Memorial, another juvenile 
fixture, had 14—pbut the thrifty New 
England management, though their 
long fall meeting has been tremend- 
ously successful, did not emulate the 
Chicago example and all were started 
in a bunch. 

At Belmont Park the juniors dis- 
ported themselves in a very interest- 
ing and important event, this being 
the $10,000 added Matron Stakes, 
for fillies exclusively and, with the 
sole exception of the Selima, shortly 
due at Laurel, the most noteworthy 
fixture in its division of the autumn. 

There were 12 starters in the 
Matron, which, as it was run over 
the Widener straightaway course, 
was just a comfortable number. As 
is well-known this course was con- 
structed expressly for such events 
and in order to accommodate large 
fields, especially those usually pre- 
vailing in The Futurity. 

While the added money in the 
Matron is but $10,000, the large field 
and the heavy original entry usually 
makes the value to winner most de- 
sirable, so the field represents the 
pick of the season’s feminine juve- 
nilia. 

Last Saturday’s renewal resulted 
in a brilliant contest with victory go- 
ing to the favorite, Busher, she hav- 
ing been the experts’ selection. She 
is bred and was started by the vener- 
able Col. E. R. Bradley, of famous 
Idle Hour Farm, Lexington, Ken- 
tucky . . . And thereby hangs a 
tale. 

Colonel Bradley’s long record as a 
breeder and owner is starred by a 
bright constellation of classic and 
other heroes and heroines—most 
particularly his 4 Kentucky Derby 
winners. He races, almost exclusive- 
ly, home-breds; while he is also fam- 
ous for the large number of big win- 
ners that he has sold out of his 
stable and that have done profitable 
things for their buyers. 

Colonel Bradley has bred 6 differ- 
ent horses that have won over $100,- 
000 each, in which respect only 3 
ether American breeders (Messrs. 
H. P. Whitney, William Woodward, 
John E. Madden and August Bel- 
mont II) outrank him. Hence he 
classifies as one of the most success- 
ful “in the books.” 

He is known, also, for the very 
pronounced views that he entertains 
on breeding problems, his intense 
admiration for certain strains of 
blood and families of Thoroughbreds, 
and his equally intense aversion from 
others. 

Among other things, in former 
years his condemnation of the Fair 
Play family was bitter. He disliked 
its members so utterly that, it was 
related, he had sworn that no horse 
carrying a drop of Fair Play blood 
would ever be tolerated at Idle Hour 
Farm or used in his breeding opera- 
tions. 

However—time is a great amelio- 
rator and brings many (and often 
startling) changes in human thought 
and action.

The first bunch of War Admiral’s 
bred by Colonel Bradley came out 
last season as 2-year-olds.

jengths in front of Iron Shot, *Cottes- 
more and Invader all together. With 
little change in position the field con- 
tinued in this order until rounding 
the last turn. Here Bridlespur, which 
had been kept under a mild drive all 
the way up to this point in order to 
keep up with Bill Coffman, gave up 
his hopeless chase as Elkridge sailed 
by him in pursuit of the leader. 
Rounding into the home stretch, des- 
pite the 21 pound difference in the 
weights, Elkridge steadily and surely 
closed the gap separating him from 
pill Coffman. Way back Iron Shot 
was closing some ground to get into 
gr position, and the others were 
“powhere’’. 

Out in front, Bill Coffman still re- 
tained the lead by half a length as 
he approached the final fence, but 
jumping this fence clearly and well, 
Fikridge took command and then 
went on to win as he pleased. Al- 
though soundly beaten Bill Coffman 
showed an excellent effort, and was 
some 12 lengths in front of Iron Shot 
at the end, but the Widener color- 
bearer was pounds off his best races. 
Invader, Bridlespur and *Cottesmore 
completed the race in that order. 

Elkridge, a 6-year-old gelding by 
Mate—Best by Test, is now unbeaten 
in four starts this year, and is being 
compared by many to Bushranger. 
It may be a little premature to rate 
him that well, but certainly heis the 
best jumper since then. It may be 
recalled that at the peak of his form 
in 1936, Bushranger swept the three 
Autumn Steeplechase stakes at Bel- 
mont under high weight, including 
the three-mile Grand National with 
172 pounds on his back. In the 
Brook Steeplechase, to be run next 
week, Elkridge has been assigned 167 
pounds. It is doubtful if he will ac- 
cept in this race and his owner Kent 
Miller is expected to hold him for 
the Grand National two weeks hence. 

Although the Grand National this 
year will share top honors with the 
Temple Gwathmey, which will be run 
at the United Hunts Meeting in Nov- 
ember, and which also carries $15,- 
000 added at three miles, the Grand 
National shapes up as the race which 
may bring together the top-weights, 
including H. E. Talbott’s Brother 
Jones which has been away since 
spring, but he has been out on the 
track in the morning, and he is ex- 
pected to make a strong bid to dupli- 
cate his win in 1943. Ella Widener’s 
Iron Shot has run disappointingly of 
late, but is being pointed for the 
National, and on his best races can 
not be overlooked. The third of the 
trio expected to give Elkridge the 
race of his life is M. A. Cushman’s 
Rouge Dragon. Actually this horse 
has won more than any other jumper 
in the last two seasons, but for one 
Teason or another he and Brother 
Jones didn’t get together last fall, 
although his backers claimed they 
would take on Brother Jones any day. 

In any event the big question now 
is can Elkridge, under the weights, 
beat Brother Jones, Iron Shot and 
Rouge Dragon on their best races. 
As a 4-year-old, Elkridge was able to 
give these horses up to fifteen pounds 
and still beat them. Each of the 
three mentioned has grown in stature 
since then,—but, so has Elkridge. 


On Tuesday five claimers went to 


» the post in the Square Dealer Steeple- 


chase, and it was won nicely by 
Elizabeth McVitty’s Eremon. Well 
tidden by Jockey Owen, who held 


him off the early pace, Eremon took 
over when the front running *Rouge- 
mont suddenly folded up midway 
around. In the closing stages, G. H. 
Bostwick’s one-time stake horse, 
Sussex, made a bid but it wasn’t good 
enough and Eremon crossed the wire 
with two and a half lengths to spare. 
Another length and a half behind 
Sussex, Tioga and Greenwich Time 
finished 3rd and 4th respectively. 


The Houdini Hurdles on Thursday 
saw George Brooke, 3rd’s Mateson 
chalk up his 2nd victory this season. 
Held at less than even money in the 
betting, his rider Norman Brown took 
no chances, and as his wont, sent 
Mateson to the front immediately, 
and was never headed. W. S. 
Sprague’s Fieldfare laid off the pace, 
closed strongly and lapped the win- 
ner at the last hurdle, but a slight 
bobble here ruined what appeared to 
be a fair chance to run down Mateson 
on the flat. Ten lengths behind 
these, Abidale was next best, another 
four lengths in front of Atom 
Smasher, 


Friday’s steeplechase was an inter- 
esting one, and started a string of 
three winners for Trainer James E. 
Ryan and Jockey Jack Magee. In 
this particular race, *Boojum 2nd, 
the property of Mrs. F. Ambrose 
Clark, but trained by Ryan, had as 
his main contender, Royal Archer 
also owned by Mrs. Clark, but train- 
ed by Dolly Byers. Nine went to the 
post and C. Mahlon Kline’s Winged 
Hoofs got the lead immediately, but 
this was to prove short lived as 
rounding the first turn, he either 
slipped and broke his back as he fell, 
or his heart gave out. In any event 
he went down, never to move again, 
and sent Scottie Riles to the hospital 
with a broken collar bone. As the 
field swept by Rokeby Stables’ Good 
Chance assumed the lead, closely fol- 
lowed by Sussex and Royal Archer. 
By the time the field went by the 
stands the first time and rounded 
into the clubhouse turn, Royal Arch- 
er had moved forward to be 2nd, then 
Sussex, followed by the eventual win- 
ner, *Boojum 2nd. Going down the 
far side, Royal Archer gradually 
gained on Good Chance and as they 
hit the last turn, appeared likely to 
go on without much trouble. It was 
not until the field moved into the 
homestretch that Magee made his 
move and began to close the gap 
separating him from the leaders. At 
the last fence, Merriwether aboard 
Royal Archer had a comfortable lead 
of almost two lengths in front of 
Good Chance, who was barely a nose 
in front of Sussex. Slightly behind 
these *Boojum 2nd was closing 
strongly, and out in front Merri- 
wether appeared a little careless, not 
seeing *Boojum 2nd until the horse 
was almost abreast of him. Before 
he could get Royal Archer in his best 
stride again *Boojum 2nd was right 
at his latch string, and in » stirring 
fight to the finish line, the Ryan 
trained jumper got the decision by a 
nose. After the numbers had been 
put up, some people rubbed their 
eyes when Beneksar was placed 38rd. 
Closing fastest of all, this mare came 
from nowhere at the end and got up 
within four lengths of the first two. 


On Saturday, Magee also had 
trouble in winning, but it was of an 
entirely different sort. Eight high 
class hurdlers went to the post in the 
Bushranger Handicap at two miles 
including Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Raylywn, who, up until today, had 
never been worse than 2nd in two 
years over hurdles. As the race was 
run, James Stuart’s Black Ned made 
most of the pace, with Brooks Par- 
ker’s Peat. Moss closest. In 38rd or 
4th position for most of the trip, 


Magee on R. K. Mellon’s *Longchamp 
2nd, pulled his arms out trying to 
hold his mount. As a matter of fact 
he didn’t climb down from a pull 
until rounding the last turn. Under 
a hand ride from there home, *Long- 
champ 2nd, easily proved best, and 
won by a length and a half despite 
the best efforts of Gallaher, who 
whipped Peat Moss along to be 2nd. 
another length and a quarter back, 
Black Ned showed an excellent effort 
to be 3rd. In the 4th position, 
Yankee Chance was four lengths in 
front of Raylywn, who ran well up 
all the way, but could not improve 
his position at the end. 

*Longchamp 2nd is a 9-year-old 
gelding bred in France, by Vatout— 
Sally Switch. He took quite some 
time this season to come to hand, 
but showed an outstanding perform- 
ance in this race, carrying 145 
pounds, and completing the distance 
in 3.56 3-5. 


The 8rd win for the Ryan-Magee 
combination came on Monday, when 
Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s *Night Por- 
ter whipped a field of eleven maidens 
over hurdles. Dolly von Stade’s 
Comme Ci placed 2nd, only beaten 
by a length and a half after racing 
forwardly most of the way, and show- 
ing a very nice effort. Third position 
fell to Montpelier’s Accra. Making 
her first start over hurdles, she ran 
into the lead rounding into the far 
side, held it over the last hurdle, only 
to tire in the last hundred yards. 
In 4th place, Brooks Parker’s Sander 
ran a very creditable race, and might 
have been closer with a little more 
racing luck. However, considering 
the large field, and that five of them 
were first starters over hurdles, the 
race was very fairly run.
